SPECIAL CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION

The defendant shall remain at his place of residence during the period of home detention for (150) days, except for 
employment or other activities approved in advance by the Probation Office. The defendant shall rjiaintain a telephone at 
his place of residence without any special features, "call forwarding, call waiting, a modem, caller lip, or call back/call block 
services during the term of electronic monitoring. The defendant shall wear an electronic monitoring device and follow the 
electronic monitoring procedures as instructed by the Probation Office. The defendant shall pay for the electronic 
monitoring equipment at the prevailing rate or in accordance with his ability to pay. 

The defendant shall provide the Probation Office with his income tax returns, authorization for release of credit information, 
and any other business or financial information in which he has a control or interest. 

The defendant shall be prohibited from incurring new credit charges, opening additional lines of credit, or negotiating or 
consummating any financial contracts without the approval of the Probation Office.

ADDITIONAL TERMS FOR CRIMINAL MONETARY PENALTIES
